Brigham  Young  University  must  hold  some 
sort  of  a record  among  American  colleges  and 
universities  as  a family  institution. 

The  Ivy  League  schools  may  have  a father- 
son  tradition,  but  we  think  there  are  few  schools 
that  can  equal  BYU’s  record  of  having  whole 
families  attend  at  one  time.  The  stories  of  such 
families  featured  on  the  opposite  page  and  the 
many  like  them  are  heart  warming  proof  that 
the  value  of  education  is  held  in  high  esteem  by 
Mormon  families  and  that  few  obstacles  are  large 
enough  to  keep  them  from  obtaining  that  treas- 
ured “college  education.” 

We  personally  rate  studying  together  next 
to  praying  together  as  an  aid  in  keeping  a family 
united.  There  are  few  things  which  we  can 
think  of  which  can  overcome  that  age  old  com- 
plaint, “but  you  don’t  understand,”  as  effectively 
as  this. 


There  are  also  few  things  that  we  can  think 
of  that  banish  the  loneliness  and  the  feelings 
of  inadequacy  which  old  age  sometimes  brings 
more  effectively  than  continuing  learning. 

Friday  will  bring  the  end  of  a great  experi- 
ence to  over  200  students.  We  hope  that  it  will 
be  only  the  beginning  of  a greater  one — that  the 
seeds  of  “divine  discontent”  have  been  sown 
and  that  because  of  them,  through  extension 
courses,  night  school,  summer  sessions,  children 
and  grandchildren,  Friday’s  graduates  will  keep 
on  returning  to  the  Y. 

We  think  being  a family  institution  is  one  of 
the  greatest  things  that  a university  can  accom- 
plish. After  all,  a college  can  offer  its  students 
only  so  much  in  four  years.  It  is  only  when  it 
has  instilled  in  them  the  desire  to  keep  on  learn- 
ing, that  it  is  really  successful.

Born  in  the  north  of  Spain, 
Francisco  has  just  received  his 
“bachellerator”  and  was  about 
to,  begin  medical  studies,  follow- 
ing in  the  footsteps  of  his  father, 
when  the  revolution  interrupted 
his  plans.  The  revolt  wiped  out 
his  family’s  possessions  in  Spain 
and  they  moved  to  Spanish  Mor- 
occo in  North  Africa  where 
Frank  served  in  the  military 
service  and  worked  for  the  Gov- 
ernment in  Civil  Service. 

He  moved  to  Algiers  where  he 
worked  for  two  years  and  then 
to  Paris  before  coming  to  the 
United  States.

Archaeology  Prof. 
Receives  Doctorate 


Ross  T.  Christensen,  assistant 
professor  in  the  Department  of 
Archaeology  at  the  Brigham 
Young  University,  was  recently 
awarded  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  an- 
thropology, with  specialization 
in  archaeology,  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Arizona  at  Tuc^bn. 


Dr.  Christensen  entitled  his 
dissertation,  “An  Archaeological 
Study  of  the  Illescas-Jubones 
Coast  of  Northern  Peru  and 
Southern  Ecuadore.”  It  contains 
450  pages  and  is  an  original  con- 
tribution to  the  archaeology  of 
the  west  coast  of  South  America. 


The  professor  did  his  field 
work  in  1950,  as  a Pan-American 
Fellow.  The  fellowship  was 
awarded  jointly  by  the  govern- 
ments of  Peru  and  the  United 
States  under  an  agreement 
signed  at  the  Convention  for  the 
Promotion  of  Inter  American 
Cultural  Affairs  in  Buenos  Aires 
in  1936. 


The  archaeologist,  is  a former 
Idahoan.  He  came  to  the  BYU 
campus  in  the  fall  of  1952. 


Dr.  Christensen  is  married  to 
the  former  Ruth  Richardson  of 
Safford,  Ariz.,  whom  he  met  in 
one  of  Dr.  Sidney  B.  Sperry’s 
classes  in  Hebrew.  Mrs.  Chris- 


paintings,  the  largest  single  col 
lection  of  his  paintings  known! 
has  recently  been  cleaned  anc 
placed  on  display  in  Room  344; 
Education  Building.  Maynan 
Gunter,  graduate  student  in  art;

is  an  analysis  of  Dixon’s  paint; 
ing  technique. 

Dixon’s  work  is  most  repr4 
sentative  of  the  Western  deserl 
country.  He  loved  the  West,  and 
maintained  a number  of  work* 
studios  where  he  could  paint 
Frequently  he  would  live  among 
the  Indians  themselves  so  that  h( 
might  capture  “genuiness” 
his  canvas. 

Most  of  the  BYU  collection  is 
j representative  of  work  which  he. 

I did  in  the  late  20’s  and  earlj 
1930’s.  Among  the  oil  painting! 
on  display  are  a number  of  In- 
dian and  cowboy  portraits,  and 
several  scenic  views  which  were 
painted  in  Zion  National  Park, 
and  other  places  in  Nevada  and 
Utah. 

Dixon  did  much  of  his  work 
in  San  Francisco,  but  maintained 
studios  in  Arizona  and  at  Mt. 
Carmel,  Utah,  where  he  could 
paint,  firsthand,  the  bright,  viv- 
id colors  of  the  desert,  which 
later  becafne  so  well  known  in 
his  paintings. 

Dixon  won  many  awards  for: 
his  paintings,  as  an  outstanding 
mural  painter. 
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tensen  was  a licensed  airplane 
pilot  during  World  War  II.
